To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money not exceeding two hun- 
dred dollars, for exterminating the Brown-tail and 


Gypsy moths, and pass any other vote or votes relative 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of four hundred and fifty dol- 
lars, to pay on its road machinery. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to raise 
a sum of money sufficient to maintain electric lights in 
the village of Milton Mills, and pass any other vote or 
votes relative thereto, agreeable to a petition signed by 
F. L. Marsh and twelve others. 


ARTICLE 12. Toseeif the town will vote to pay for 
the care of the town clock in Milton village. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the fees for second, third and fourth class liquor licenses, 
and pass any other vote or votes, relative thereto.

Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board of Hilton : 


GENTLEMEN: I have the pleasure of submitting to 
you and to the citizens of Milton my fourth annual 
report. 

ATTENDANCE 


Good attendance generally means a good school ; 
poor attendance a poor school. This is by no means an 
absolute rule, but certainly one of the chief factors in 
securing good attendance is having a good school. 
Another important factor is the cooperation and sense of 
responsibility of parents. 

Our record for the year ending June 19, 1908, isa 
good one. The improvement over the year preceding 
ismarked. The per cent. of attendance was raised from 
87.14 to 91.22. This good showing was made possible 
by the united efforts of teachers, pupils, and parents. 
This improvement in the attendance conditions was con- 
fined to no one school or group of schools. Every 
school in town raised its per cent. 

Below is a table showing the records of each school 
for the two years.

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OUR TEACHING FORCE 


A teacher’s efficiency and value generally increases 
with her length of service. I am very glad to report 
comparatively few changes in our teaching force during 
the year. Miss Marguerite Ellison resigned in June to 
enter college and Miss Rosamond Piper was chosen to 
fill this vacancy at Plummer’s Ridge. Miss Josie M. 
Calkins was elected to the school at Nute’s Ridge to 
take Miss Etta Mayo’s place who resigned to enter a 
normal school. Both Miss Piper and Miss Calkins were 
members of the class of 1908 at Nute High school. 
Miss Annie Meserve who had been three years at Milton 
Mills left at the close of the spring term and Miss Amy 
E. Clark of Concord, Mass., was chosen to fill this posi- 
tion. Miss Clark has had a year’s experience in a 
Massachusetts normal school and also training in the 
Concord, Mass., schools. In January of this year Mrs. 
Leatherbarrow resigned and Miss Alma L. Merrill began 
the new work at Milton Mills. Miss Merrill has 
had a year’s training in a Maine normal school and sev- 
eral years’ experience in teaching. During the spring 
vacation Miss Dean resigned from grades V and VI at 
Milton and Miss Bessie A. Gushee was elected to this 
place. Miss Gushee has had a year’s training at the 
Castine Normal School and also experience in teaching. 
Such have been the changes since the last report. 
We were very fortunate in that the entire teaching 
force at the Milton grammar school returned in Sep- 
tember. 

I believe we have good reason to be proud of our 
teachers. They are conscientious, faithful, and effi- 
cient. This is shown by the excellency of the school 
work and the smoothness with which the schools are 
conducted.

REPAIRS 


During the summer the heating system at Milton 
Mills was examined, the furnace overhauled, and the 
building re-piped throughout. The total expense was 
about seventy-five dollars. The fences at Milton and at 
South Milton have been rebuilt in part at an expense of 
about forty dollars. The buildings at Milton and Milton 
Mills have been provided with fire extinguishers. Other 
repairs of a minor nature have been made. The total 
expenditure was $210.89. 

It is probable that more will need to be done this 
coming year. At Milton Mills the entire fence about 
the school building should be rebuilt. Its appearance 
now is not attractive and does not correspond with the 
general appearance of the building. It is probable that 
a part of the old fence may be used in the reconstruc- 
tion. The most serviceable fence that could be built 
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would be a board one, and if kept painted it would not 
be unattractive. 

At South Milton the schoolroom is cheerless and 
needs renovating. The ceiling should be whitened and 
the walls painted. It is possible that the building may 
need to be shingled. 

At West Milton the underpinning must be relaid in 
part. Other repairs are needed in the schoolroom. At 
Plummer’s Ridge the schoolroom should be repaired. 
To do this necessary work the school board asks for 
an appropriation of $250. 

Another improvement which I most urgently recom- 
mend is the construction of fire-escapes on the buildings 
in the two villages. We should safeguard the children 
in school in every possible way. I do not believe that 
we can afford to neglect this precaution. 


FINANCES 


If a town would have good roads it must pay for 
them ; if it would have good schools it must pay for 
them. A dollar sensibly expended in the education of 
boys and girls returns many fold. Some one has truly 
said that the real assets of a nation consist not in mate- 
rial things but in its men and women, and the boys and 
girls of today are the men and women of tomorrow. 
The better training we can give boys and girls today the 
greater will be the earning power of the men and 
women of tomorrow. Those states and communities 
which have spent the most on education have invariably 
been the greatest producers of material wealth. Money 
invested in education is money soundly invested. The 
returns are sure. 

As I have already indicated good schools cost money. 
The cost today is greater than it was ten years ago. 
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Our expenditures must necessarily be greater. But 
Milton is unusually fortunate. She is freed from the 
financial burden of maintaining a secondary school. 
That means much. In addition she receives aid from 
the Nute fund to the amount of nearly $1800.00 yearly. 
Her school tax is comparatively low. I ask that these 
facts be kept in mind in considering the appropriations 
which the school board recommends. They are as 
follows :

Books and supplies 300 00

I believe this to be a reasonable estimate of the 


needs.

The current expenses were practically the same in 
total this year as last. The expenditure for transporta- 
tion has reached aconsiderablesum. Under the present 
arrangements the cost is $14 per week. This is much 
cheaper than running four schools which it would other- 
wise be necessary to do. We have paid out a little 
more for teachers this year. The demand for good 
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teachers is constantly growing. The salaries of good 
teachers are everywhere rising. 


TEXTBOOKS 


There has been expended for textbooks and supplies 
during the year $398.72. Of this amount $161.81 was 
for the Nute High School and $236.91 for the common 
schools. From this total of $398.72 must be deducted. 
$82.28, the returns from the High School for rent of 
books to tuition pupils, leaving a balance of $316.49 the 
actual amount expended by the district. We may reach 
this result in another way. The total amount expended 
for the High School was $161.81. Deducting $82.23, the 
returns for the rent of books, we have $79.58, the cost 
to the district for books and supplies furnished Milton 
pupils in the High School. Adding the amount ex- 
pended for the common schools, namely : $236.91, we 
have the actual cost to district, $316. 49.

SOUTH MILTON 


Eighteen years ago the town constructed at South 
Milton a new school building sufficiently large to accom- 
modate pupils from North Rochester. This was done at 
the solicitation of the School District of Rochester, and 
with the expectation that the Legislature would grant 
the right to the two districts to maintain this school 
jointly. In 1893 the Legislature passed such an act. 

According to the provisions of this act, Rochester 
paid to Milton one-third the appraised value of the new 
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building, and has yearly paid one-third the cost of 
maintaining the school. For sixteen years this school 
has been jointly maintained by the two districts. 

At the time the agreement was made there were 
four children attending this school from North Roches- 
ter. It so happens that at the present time there are 
but two. Rochester now seeks to withdraw from the 
agreement, as her proportion of the expense is greater 
than her proportion of the pupils. In all probability 
this is only a temporary condition. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legislature which 
provides for the discontinuance of this joint school at 
the will of either the Board of Education of Rochester 
or the voters of the School District of Milton. The bill 
further provides that the title to the building shall re- 
invest in the School District of Milton. This means 
that Milton must purchase Rochester’s interest in the 
school house. To this second provision we may well 
take exception. At the writing of this report the bill is 
in the hands of the House Committee on Education. 
The Superintendent and School Board have presented to 
this committee what seemed to them the position of 
Milton in the matter. 

Should this bill pass and Rochester withdraw from 
the arrangement, I recommend that the pupils at South 
Milton be transported to the village school. It would 
not be a long or a hard trip, and the advantages of a 
larger and graded school are obvious. I am of the 
opinion that this could be done at an expense no greater 
than our present share of the cost of the maintenance 
of the school. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


Milton is peculiarly fortunate in being provided 
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with a secondary school of such high standing as 
the Nute High School, and, at the same time, being 
freed from the expense of its maintenance. Towns, as 
well as individuals, do not always appreciate those bless- 
ings which are not the results of personal effort. Thirty- 
seven pupils from Milton are now attending this school. 
Of this number fourteen entered for the first time in 
September, thirteen as beginners and one as a second 
year pupil. These pupils came from Milton schools as 
follows:

Last year a class of four completed the first year of 
high school work at Milton Mills. One of these pupils 
entered the second year class at the Nute High School 
and two entered the second year class at Brewster Acad- 
emy, Wolfboro. 

This year there is a class of five doing the ninth 
grade work. This necessarily takes much of the teach- 
er’s time that would otherwise be devoted to the seventh 
and eighth grades; but present conditions seem to de- 
mand the continuance of this ninth grade. 


MILTON MILLS 


At the opening of the winter term the school at 
Milton Mills was reorganized. Up to about a year ago 
we employed but two teachers to carry on the work of 
this school, which included not only the eight years of 
the elementary school but also the first year of the high 
school. At that time Mrs. Leatherbarrow was employed 
to give three nours a day to the school, the time to be 
divided between the upper and lower rooms. This ar- 
rangement was a great improvement, but did not fully 
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meet the need. It was felt that the whole time of a 
third teacher was demanded. 

The School Board decided at the close of the fall 
term to employ a third teacher who should give all of 
her time, and Miss Alma L. Merrill was chosen to fill this 
position, as Mrs. Leatherbarrow could not conveniently 
accept this work. The work is now divided as follows : 
Miss Clark has grades 1, 2 and 3; Miss Merrill grades 4, 
4A and 5; and Mr. Leatherbarrow grades 7, 8 and 9. 

Eventually Miss Merrill will have grades 4, 5 and 6. 
We are still working under disadvantages, as we have 
but two school rooms and one very small recitation room, 
but I am certain that we shall be able to do much better 
and more satisfactory work with this new arrangement. 


GRADUATION 


In June nineteen pupils in our schools completed 
the work of the eighth grade. Of this number thirteen 
entered Nute High School, five took up the first year 
work of the high school at Milton Mills, and one con- 
tinued her work in the grammar school. I consider 
this record a creditable one. 

In my last report I called attention to the custom of 
holding public graduation exercises at Milton, and sug- 
gested that similar exercises be held at Milton Mills. 
The suggestion was adopted and last June the first 
graduation exercises were held and a class of six pre- 
sented with diplomas by the school board. I believe 
this to be a profitable exercise and I trust it may become 
an established custom and be looked forward to with 
pleasure by both pupils and parents. The child who 
has successfully done the eight years’ work of the com- 
mon school course should be given full credit. 

At Milton a class of eleven was graduated. On 
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another page will be found the programs of the gradu- 
ating exercises of thetwo schools. At Milton rhetoricals 
preceded the regular exercises. 

In addition to the graduates at Milton and Milton 
Mills one pupil each from Nute’s. Ridge and Plummer’s 
Ridge completed the course. 


THE ITALIAN EARTHQUAKE 


It is certainly a part of our school work to develop 
and foster in the child a sympathetic spirit for those in 
trouble. This spirit was shown by the pupils of the 
Milton Grammar School in contributing $6.25 to the fund 
raised by the New Hampshire Red Cross Society for the 
relief of the suffering caused by the terrible catastrophe 
in Italy. 

CONCLUSION 


I believe we have made substantial progress in our 
schools during the year. The school spirit has been 
exceptionally good. There is still much to be hoped for 
and worked for, but certainly the outlook is encouraging.
